Fear Retribution 


Fully aware that swift retribution 


would be meted out for failure to 
pay their shares within the'first levy 
deadline, many Jews turned every- 
where during the past week in order 
to make the payments.

able to unfreeze enough assets to 
meet th« deadline were helped by 
wealthier friends and relatives.

dict.. If the conspiracy was shown 
with criminal intent, "the offense 
is complete," he said. 


The judge said that he might find 


it necessary from time to time to 
submit' other matters to the jury. 
The jury itself may pursue other 
lines of inquiry if evidence warrants. 


"The charges submitted to you are 


of such a grave and serious char- 
acter that a proper administration 
of justice and of the affairs of the 
government of the commonwealth 
demand their searching and yet Im- 
partial investigation," the jurist de- 
clared. "It is your duty to pursue 
this Investigation honestly, courage- 
ously, diligently and, as citizens of

great 
commonwealth, 
without 


partisanship, so that the truth or 
falsity of the charges may be made 
known."

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WHO'LL OPEN THE DOOR? 


OST recent of American leg-ales to be summoned home-for 


consultation is Nelson T. Johnson; .Ambassador <to 'China,- 


to consult wi'ih the President and 'State Department officials 
on Japan's slamming' of the open door. 
Mr. Johnson, who will 


return by way of London, 'doubtless can shed'more'light upon 
Japanese bad faith with reference to trade -opportunities in 
China. 
That will help to'build up the case-against-Japan of 


the protesting Powers, but will not contribute'much .to-chang- 
ing a situation Ihat'js embarrassing to the United States as .pro- 
ponent of equal treatment for all nations in China and is eco- 
nomically of greater seriousness to Britain and other nations. 


In the almost 40 years since the 20th .Century downed 


the Japanese have given lip service, for the most part, to the 
open door principle enunciated by John Hay as Secretary of 
State in the Cabinet of McKinley. 
At every conceivable oppor- 


tunity, since they achieved the dominance of South Manchuria 
in consequence of their war with Russia, they have observec 
that principle by avoidance, evasion and thinly veiled violation 
More particularly was this true after the occupation of Man- 
churia and the setting up of the puppet State of Manchiikuo. For- 
eign investments there have dwindled under adroit Japanese reg- 
ulation of industry, and foreign oil companies have withdrawn in 


• the face of the .establishment of an oil monopoly. 


The same story with the penetration'of the five Northern 


Chinese provinces now is true of Central China with the closing 
of the great Yangtze River, and is even becoming true of South 
China in consequence of the cutting of the Hongkong-Canton 
Railroad and the blocking of the Pearl River. At present Japan, 
though* a signatory to the Nine. Power. Treaty at Washington, 
ignores demands that she again maintain the open door. .For the 
time being it would appear that any halt to Japan's purpose to 
hog the China trade and win territorial expansion must come, if 
at all, from,strained economies at home or attenuation of her 
far-flung fprcesjpn thematic rnamland, Qi^both.

WAR'S COSTS ARE STUPENDOUS 


While the economic aspects of war are by no means its most sig- 


nificant and important phase, they .are nevertheless a factor 4o-be con- 
sidered when -thought is given the whole broad and grisly subject. Pri- 
marily, 'war is - horrible because it destroys life, causes intense human 
suffering, produces maimed and mutilated bodies and inspires burning 
hatred. • But,the material losses arising from war are not to. be ignored. 


Even before the venture into China, which was to have been some- 


thing in. the nature of a pleasant military interlude, designed to gain 
rich holdings, with a minimum of effort and -sacrifice, Japan's finances 
were in a precarious "condition.: In fact, one of the incidental purposes 
of the Chinese invasion was a.diversion of the minds-of the Japanese 
people from their domestic trials. 


But the brief excursion of a month, the time allowed for the ac- 


complishment of all the purposes contemplated, is running into years.

ties and Its purposes and its ideals 
equally among those whose ances- 
tors ivere its first settlers and its 
most recently arrived citizens. 


6. America encourages the young 


to achievement and it protects the 
old from want. 


7. American offers its citiaens' se- 


curity in their own persons, and.in 
their homes from, invasion 
either 


by private or public agents. 


8. American citizens still assert, 


and will protect, with their lives the 
ideals of frae'dom as it was embodied 
by the predecessors in the,Declara- 
tion of Independence 'arid the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 


9. America wants to become 
a 


country in which no happenstance 
of race or color or nationality or re- 
ligion may prejudice "any of its cit- 
izens against others. 


• 10. America-fosters a belief in ihe 
dignity of being a man, m the joy 
of work and of play, in the right of 
the individual to think what 
he 


pleases and to say what he thinks 
through the medium of print, radio, 
public address or in any other man- 
ner he may choose. 


New Deal with 
Dotation from John Wesley in on 


of. his sermons more than one hun- 
dred -years ago, when he Is said to 
have'perceived our present dilemms 
in the following words: 


"I fear; whenever riches have in- 


creased, the essence of religion has 
decreased in the same proportion 
Therefore, I do not see how it is pos- 
sible, in the. nature of things, .for 
any revival of true religion to con- 
tinue long. For religion must neces- 
sarily produce both industry and 
frugality, and these cannot but pro- 
duce riches.

Wallace further justifies the New 


Deal in its process of leveling off 
riches in another paragraph of the 
same book: 


"I am inclined to agree with 


Tawney and Weber that capitalism 
i s - a rather natural outgrowth of 
Protestantism; and I would go far- 
ther in saying that; socialism, com- 
munism and fascism are in turn 
rather natural 'developments from 
capitalism."

It is of such character and size as 
to make the only 'method by which 
he could secure another nomination, 
one in which he, actively conniving, 
would have to use the full weight of 
the Federal machinery to put him- 
self .over in the convention.

should he be named" in this way, 
which is uncertain, election would 
be out of the question—a wide par- 
ty split insured. The plain realities 
of the Democratic situation leave 
no room for argument about that. 


NOTWITHSTANDING, die third- 
term talk continues and the explan- 
ation is obvious. As a matter of 
fact, it was naively pointed out the 
othet day by one of the inspired 
young journalists who reflects the 
thoughts and feelings of the "palace 
politicians." and is, in fact, quite 
close to the throne itself. 
Third- 


term talk, he states, for the next 
eighteen months is part of what 
the President's advisers regard as 
their essential strategy. Unless the 
uncertainty can be sustained, the 
Roosevelt influence over Congress, 
already impaired by the election 
and the purge failures, would prac- 
tically disappear. So, too, would the 
power co dominate the convention.

of his -ueht-year-oli daughter to- 
day rather than submit her to an 
operation she had only one chance 
In ten 3f surviving. 


Using common sonse rather than 


medical advice as the basis for his 
decision, William Lewis, a city park 
attendant, decided against having 
the right leg of his daughter, Dor- 
othy, amputated at the hip. Doctors 
had advised him that failure to 
operate would mean that Dorothy 
Is virtually certain to die within a 
year. 


The leg is afflicted with a tumor 


that gradually is spreading. Ampu- 
tation, 'vhlch Dorothy had only one 
chance in ten of surviving, probably 
would have checked this spread. But 
little Dorothy, recently showered 
with gifts when her plight became 
known, would have been a cripple 
for life. 


Faced with the life or death deci- 


sion, the father of several children 
whose mother died only five months 
ago, ruled: 


"Her leg will not be amputated— 


not under any condition. 
I want it 


distinctly understood that my rea- 
sons are not emotional or senti- 
mental 
but plain common sense, 


They are based on the medical pro- 
fession's own word that an amputa- 
tion couldn't be proved successful 
until five year; have passed, Against 
that I have arrayed the overwhelm- 
ing evidence that there are good 
chances of curing my child without 
running the terrible risk of her 
death in an operation."

today that when the new declara- 
tion 'is promulgated it will be con- 
ceived more or less In the following 
terms: 


"The American republics reaffirm 


their readiness to cooperate for the 
re-establishment of the principles 
on which American solidarity and 
conscience are based. 


"In the event that the peace of 


the American republics Is threatened 
by 
n non-American 
source, 
the 


American republics proclaim their 
decision to put the principle of scli-. 
darity into operation by means cf 
consultations and to coordinate their 
activities for the maintenance of the 
territory and the constitutions which 
are threatened." 


The conference has not yet had 


a plenary session, and it was be- 
lieved today that this type of ses- 
sion would be delayed until there is 
unanimity on the declaration, con- 
sidered to be the most important 
element on the conference agenda. 


Economic Cooperation 


Progress was also made today on 


the American project for removing 
obstacles to economic cooperation 


among the American nations, which 
was brought before the delegations 
privately by Adolf A. Berle, Jr., of 
the American delegation. 


It was learned unofficially today 


that the project will be embodied in 
a resolution taking the form of a 
simple declaration similar to eco- 
nomic policy statements adopted at 
the previous conferences ac Monte- 
video and Buenos Aires. 


The fears of some of the South 


American nations that really drastic 
steps to remove trade barriers might 
impair their national sovereignties 
and interfere with their trade rela- 
tions with European nations played 
a major role in shaping the eco- 
nomic declaration along lines more 
cr lass as follows: 


"First, the governments of ihe 


American, republics will take the 
fastest possible steps to adopt rea- 
sonable customs tariffs which will 
facilitate inter-American trade on 
the basis of the most-favored nation 
clause. 


"Seccnd, they will take immediate 


steps to reduce formalities of an ad- 
ministrative and technical nature in 
regard to the importation of mer- 
chandise. 


"Third, they will adopt a vigorous 


policy 
of negotiating commercial 


treaties which incorporp.te the prin- 
ciple cf no discrimination. 


"Fourth, all the parties to the 


declaration will undertake by every 
means to stimulate the principles 
underlying the declaration." •

HOW THFJ QUINTS ARE 


PUNISHED 


Recently I heard "habit" defined 


•as "z 
way of thinking or doing 


something that is hard 10 change 
because we have done the same 
'thing in the same way so many 
-times before." 
; That just about hits the nail on 
.the head so far as what I am try- 
ing to impress on you mothers is 
^concerned. Take, for instance, you 
'adults who have learned your_ own 
particular job well. Now try' and 
adapt yourself to some other job and 
see how difficult it is. You will find 
.that it hurts you mentally and phy- 
sically to break the old habits and 
learn 
new ones. Remember that 


good or bad habits aren't inherited; 
they are formed in us from day to 
day. 
*> You must always set an example 
ito your child and try never to be 
^anything less than he thinks you 
.should be. 
* For instance, in the Quint nursery 
the nurses eat at the same table as 
"the 
children do. They all eat the 


.same 
things, 
Loo, although 
t'ne 


ndults do get somewhat larger help- 
ings, The point is that the children 
see that the food put before them is 
•what the nurses eat, and that proves 
to them that it is the proper food 
to eat. If t'ne nurses want something 
extra that the Quints mustn't have, 
they have to wait until the children 
are away and can't see. 
; I don't have to tell any parent 
Low imitative the child is. They like 
to do what others do, and they 
aren't old enough to know what is 
right and what is wrong. Remember, 
example is much better than preach- 
ing when it comes to training chil- 
dren. That is why we. try .to do only 
the correct things before the Quints 
each day. When they do right, we 
praise them; we encourage them to 
do it again and again until it is a 
habit. 
"_; We quietly take every chance to 
tell the babies what we want them 
to do, Don't be a pest and overdo it,

the weight of the. parents. But' if | 
your child is fed regularly, if he eats 
the nourishing food he should, and 
still doesn't gain weight, check up 
to see that he isn't overtired at 
mealtime, or that he is getting all 
the sleep he should. Call in your 
doctor, for he may find some infec- 
tion like bad tonsils or teeth that is 
holding him back. Normal, healthy 
children gain weight steadily as long 
as they eat the things they should.

At 
G:15 A, M., the milkman left a quart 
of milk in the vestibule, and at 7:10 
the postman rang twice and left a 
batch of mail. 
At 8:10 Ehvell's 


housekeeper let herself in, as usual. 
She saw her employer seated in a 
chair in front of the fireplace in the 
living room to the right'of the hall. 
On the floor were letters delivered 
an hour before by the postman. A 
glance told che housekeeper that El- 
well -was through with.this world., 
There was a blue bullet hole be- 
tween his eyes. 


Then and there began- one of the, 


most 
vigorous Investigations 
the 


New York Police Department ever 
set in motion. Every phase and in- 
cident of Ehvell's career was studied. 
Every guest at the dinner was ques- 
tioned over and over again. 
Every 


individual was able to account .for 


his or her movements in the signi- 
ficant hours and was released from 
suspicion. 


The detectives pounced on everj 


possible clue. Heavy iron gratings 
barred the windows on the 
first 


floor. 
The only unlocke'd windows 


in the house were in Ehvell's own 
room on the third floor. 
Nobodj 


could have entered or left by those 
lofty windows. 
The bed had not 


,been slept in. He was in his paja- 
mas. He had discarded his toupee 
.and false teeth evidently on the 
point of retiring. 
A search of the 


house turned up a wealth of ma- 
terial, which, though it failed to sug- 
gest a telling* clue, 
offered 
much 


-that might.suggest a motive. 


An address book gave names, ad- 


dresses and telephone numbers of 
scores of women. Cancelled checks 
-fitted many of these names. 
There 


was evidence that the bridge expert 
had been In the bootlegging racket— 
a hint that murder may have been 
done by jealous husband or lover or 
discarded sweetheart. 


The door was locked when the 


housekeeper arrived in the morning 
and found Elwell' dead. 
How did 


the murderer get in? Was the slay- 
er concealed in'the hou.se when El- 
well arrived home from the theatre 
party? Did Elwell himself admit his 
slayer? Was the killer a man or a 
•woman? 


After eighteen years the mystery 


is as deep as ever, 


Mr. Shakespeare and Daniel Web-

From Miss Galvin, 


China Missionary 


Interesting 
Letter 
Describing 


Last Chance Of Escape 


Is Received 


ELLWOOD CITY, Dec. 15— After 


three anxious, worried months, rela- 
tives of Miss Charlotte- Galvin of 
this city, a .missionary stationed in 
the China interior under the Chris- 


" tian and Missionary Alliance board, 


have received a welcome letter tell- 
ing of her safely. As travel is dif- 
ficult, it took the letter many long 
•weeks to arrive, even though sent 
by airmail. 


Because Miss Galvin is one of the 


besi liked young ladies of this city, 
her family want her many friends 
in the county, who have been so 
much concerned, to know a part of 
her message. 


Excerpts of her interesting letter 


follow: "Chinese, soldiers in retreat 
turn into robber bands and loot as 
they go, making it dangerous to 
travel. 
Often soldiers commandeer 


cars or boats which are being used 
by refugees and dump the refugees 
out wherever they happen to be. 
Our friends who are leaving tomor- 
row are going armed to the teeth 
and we can only pray that they get 
through safely." That they did is 
evident by the arrival of the letter 
which was written on October 31. 
• "Thursday night, October 20, the 
British gunboat Robin came from 
Canton 
to Wuchow and 
strongly 


urged 
all foreigners to evacuate. 


Since we have our Bible school stu- 
dents, Christian workers and fam- 
ilies with us and have promised to 
stand by them and give any protec- 
tion we may, we did not feel that 
we could leave. At first the British 
gunboat planned to stand by and 
give us any protection they could, 
but later they received word from 
the British counsel for all foreigners 
to evacuate and to escort three of 
'the British steamers to 
Canton. 


Some of the Asiatic and Socony Oil 
people went, but all the missionaries 
stayed. Yesterday we stood on the 
veranda 
and 
watched 
our last 


chance 
of 
escape, 
three 
British 


steamers and the British gunboat, 
go down the river in battle forma- 
tion. 


"We do not feel that we are in 


any 
danger 
from 
the 
Japanese 


troops as reports have been that 
their attitude toward foreigners has 
been well, but what we have more 
reason to fear is the Chinese policy 
of burning the cities to the ground 
before they recreat. We are in dan- 
ger of bombing as long as the city 
has not been taken. Since it has 
to come eventually, one wishes that 
the Japanese would come right away 
and lessen the danger from bombing. 
Dr. Wallace, a Baptist missionary, 
who was in Canton at the time of 
that city's capture, said that the 
most danger there was from burning 
and looting. 


"You cannot imagine how strange 


it seems to be cut off from all the 
rest of the world. Our radio keeps 
.us in touch with the news but If 
the Chinese retreat they will prob- 
ably blow up the electric light plant 
before they leave and then we will 
be cut off for sure. 
I fim not at 


all fearful but have committed my 
life to the Lord and know that He 
will do whatever seems good to 
Him."

perately trying to get information 
concerning help for families abroad.

"This increase in the demand for 


our services has taxed our facilities 
to the utmost and, with the addi-
